Go where one 
will they are to be met with, while passion- 
ately loving their owa country. have a re- 
markable perchant for voluutary exile. While 
believing their own country superior to 
all others, they are the most cosmopoli- 
tan of the buman race. They make 
themselves at home wherever they wander, aud 
always take it for granted that they are cordial! 
welcome, and go throngh the world with a self- 
satisfied feeling of superiority. [Laughter and 
ap; lause.} They peer into every thing, and 
perch oa any elevation, from the dark recesses 
of the catacombs to the top of the Pyramids. 
They travel Lie prinees, and néver forget they 
are sovereigns, and, when they meet the sover- 
eigus of other countries, they meet them on 
terms of perfect equality. [Laughter avd ap- 
plause.] I have said the Americans are the most 
a of people, and have a peculiar fa- 
cuity for adapting themse!ves to the manners 
and customs of the country of their visitation. 
yet they are intensely American at heart, and 
— to resent any untruthful imputation on 
eir country’s honor and institutions. ‘They 
see much when sebrosd which they freely 
admit is better than similar things at home, end 
they are not sluw to discern anything that is su- 
perior to their own, and, instead of feeling 
envious or jealous thereat, they simply desire to 
see it adopted by their compatriots. 6 Amer- 
ican 18 less hampered and tie! down by the force 
of habit, ancient customs, and old, m supei- 
wtitions than any oiher man. Hence he is al- 
waye realy to learn the trnth and to discard er- 
ror, and cast away any notions or metaods when 
truer or better ones are presented to him. But, 
while ready to peiceive and acknowledge the ex- 
cellonces found in other countries, and to con- 
demn and deplore imperfections and evils in his 
own land, he never for a moment thinks any 
other country equal to the Great Republic. 
[Applause.] Columbia is always sure of the 
allegiance and love cf her ciildren wherever 
they may be scattered. No matter bow long an 
American may be absent frum his native land, 
and no matter waat may have been the circum- 
stances of Lis departare, he never forswears his 
country, never surrenders his citizenship, never 
owns allegiance to any King or potentate, never 
fears or worships the face of clay ; but lives and 
dies in the true faith ofan heirto the inheri- 
tance of freedom and inalienable ts. ([Ap- 
use.}] No matter how many defects aud 
mishes he may see on the face of the Occi- 
dental luminary of nations, ret, in striking the 
balance, and drawing the comparison, he finds his 
own so much superior to all other Governments 
that, if he exchanged it for any other, he would 
be so Coonly a loser thereby that ho would feel 
like a bankrupt who had lost. all he esteemed 
most precious. [Continued applause.] Once 
an American a man fecls that he is always an 
American. For my own part, I came abroad 
not altogether or mainly for rest and recreation, 
but also for the opportunity of seeing end stuly- 
ing the institutions, methods, and customs of 
the Old World, and comparing them with thoge 
of our country. No American, in my opinion, 
can rightly and justly value or appreciate his

Over some wide-watered shore, 
Swinging slow with sulien roar. 


The buildings of this, as of all the col- 
leges, form a square, or series of squares, with 
generally a green lawn in the centre, sonietimes 
areservoir and fountain; here and there trees 
are planted, and pometines the walls are com- 
pletely covered with ivy. After a few admiring 
glances at the “‘ quads," we visit 

THE HALL, 
& magnificent room, among the finest in Europe. 
It is 115 feet long and 50 feet high. and hasa 
roof of Irish oak, carved and decorated in the 
most elaborate manner, and adorned with nearly 
300 armorial bearings of the two founders, 
Cardinal Wolsey and Henry VIII. The walls on 
both sides are lined with portraits of the bene- 
factors of the college, over 100 in number. and 
all of the best masters. Holbein, 
Lely, Vandyke, Hogarth, Raphael, Reynolds, and 
many other artists hardly lees celebrated, have 
contributed to the riches of this gallery. Though 
three to four centuries old, the Hall has none of 
the dust or decay of age, but looks as fresh and

THE LIBRARY 
is a beautiful apartment, 142 feet by 30 feet, and 
87 high. The ceiling is richly ornamented with 
delicate stucco work, and the waipscoat and pil- 
lars are of the finest Norway oak, It is full of 
literary treasures and curiosities, and adorned 
with antique statues and busts. If the visitor 
has time, he should take a peep into ; 

THE KITCHEN, 
and see a good specimen of an old English 

Here he will seea huge grid- 
iron moved on wheels, 444 feet long by 4 feet 
wide, used before the introduction of spits and 
ranges, aud upon which a whole bullock might 
have beeu broiled as casily as a single steak at 
one of the racges of these degenerate days. 
Leaving this unique cuisine, we next proceed to 
the magnificent Cathedral, now 

THE CHAPEL OF THE COLLEGE, 

but originally the Priory Church of St. Frides- 
wide. To describe fully this fine building, which 
is a cruciform 154 feet in length, would require 
an entire article. The beauty of the choir, with 
the massive Saxon pillars on each side, and the 
double arches springing from their capitals, 
through the air, and meeting in the centre the 
solid arches of the ceiling, with its rich pendants, 
is such as to baffle description. The Cathedral 
is rich in altar-tombs, illuminated windows, and 
monuments of rare workmanship as well as great 
antiquity,—among which are that of that prodigy 


of out-of-the-way learning, Robert Burton, the 
author of “ The Anatomy of Melancholy.” and 
that of Bishop Berkeley, the metaphysiciaa,

THE VIRCINIUS MASSACRE. 
STORY OF THE EXECUTIONS BY AN EYE-WITNESS. 
Prom the New York Times, Deo. 5.

Nei:ber the popuizce nor the soldiers at that 
time avy hostile demonstrations against 
the captives, wor were they subjected to any 
ili-treatment or indignities beyond the pinioninug 
before mentioned, A few moments efter Gen. 
Ryan and bis companions had beon taxen away, 
the semainder of the captives were taken to 
the prison. The peonle thea dispersed. : 
in the evening a ru:nor was circulated that Tyan, 
Varona, Ocepedes, and Jesus del Sol bad been 
condemned to death, end were to be shot on the 
following moroing. Ihe report, which was coon 
ascertained to be only too well grounded, ex- 
ciiei the most intowsee excitement, and wae 
everywhere tac uuiversal topic of discussion. 
Many persoas, it was apparent, condemned the 
action of the authori ies, but were afraid to ex- 
press their sentimeuts for fear of becoming iv- 
volved in trouble. 

How the four contemnuod men spent the 
night before their execution Mr, Coffin said be 

id not know. Gen. Ryan, a short while pre- 
vious to the hour for guing tothe place of ex- 
ecution, obtained permicsion to write some let- 
ters and his will Before being granted 
the permission, he was compelled to maxe an 
oat that he would vot make any aitempt to os- 
cape. About 5 o’clock op Monday moruing, tue 
fated four wore marched to the “ slaugiter- 
house,” which is avout .en minutes’ walk from 
the prison. Ryan was dressed ina blue flannel 
shirt and light pantaloons, wore a white feit hat, 
looped up et the side, and carried 4 small si!ver 
star on his left breast. ‘‘He showed,” e:id 
the mate, *“‘more grit and courage than one 
would have thonght possible. A person would 
imavine he was going to his wedding instead 
of to hie death.” The others, too, acted like 
brave men, especially Cespedes, the younzest of 
the taree, whose comage never for an instant 

uailed. On the way to the execution-ground, 

en. Ryan spoke two or three times to tae Span- 
ish oftiver wao walked bevide bim, protesting 
that his execution was without justification, as 
be had not had a fair trial, or any trial at all, in 
fact. A Catholic offered his mniinis- 
trations to Ryan, but he refused to speak to him, 
and moved away. On arriving at the slaughter- 
house, Mr. Coffin states that the Spanish oiticers 
directed the condengned men to kueel down with 
their faces to the wall. Ryan and Cespedes pro- 
tested against this as an indignity, aud asked to 
be ailowed to kneel with them faces turved 
toward their executioners. Finally, however. 
they submitted, and assumed the required posi- 
tion. Then there was 8 pause for an 
iastant, followed by a flash and a report, 
and the four were writhing in the agonies of 
death. Their sufferings did not last iong, and 
all were dead within the space of four minutes. 
The reports circulated ia tuis city that a Spanish 
olticer thrust bis sword through Ryan’s heart, 
and that the heads were chopped off the jour 
murdered men and carried in triumph tarough 
the streets, Mr. Coffin pronounced as altogether 
uutrue. The momentilife was extinct the four 
bodies were placed in a cart and taken to the 
cemetery. where they were thrown into a rude 
hole, hastily dug, and some shovelfuls of clay 
thrown over the remains. 

Moanwhile the house of Mr. Smith, the Amer- 
ican Consul, had been placed under a guard of 
Spanish soldiers, and Mr. Smith was compelled 
to remain within doors, and not allowed to hold 
communication by letter or otherwise with any 
one outside. He was uot even permitted to come 
out on his veranda. 

Of the massacre of Capt. Fry and the crew of 
the Virgiuius, Mr. Coilia gives the foliowing 
graphic description: *‘ The execution took place 
in tue afternoon. Thetrial had been hela on 
board the Lornado, andon the morniog of the 
execution the entire party was taken oa shore 
and marched to the prison. I talked with Capt. 
Fry on the way from the jail to tbe slaughter- 
house. The firet question I asked bun was 
whore was the Virginius when she was capture. 
He said she was just 18 miles south south-east 
from Fort Moiant, on the coastof Jamaica. 
When 1 saw that we were certain to be ca meee, 
said the Captain, I ~ent for Varona pug ask 
him what he proposed to do, to t or surren- 
der, adding it’s all one to me © repled that 
he thought it best to surrender. ‘There 


nt position, and thought he 
ought to give them a chance for their liver. 
Accordingly they bad surrendered.” “At the 
place of execution,” contiuued Mr. Coffin, ** one 
of my mates, Charles Bell, the sieward of our 
v gave poor Fry a giass of water. The 
Spaniards treated the Capiain well, and never 
pinioned him from first to last. He, and indeed 
all the others, bore up bravely, and never 
flinched for an instant. When tlie crew had 
knelt down the Captain walked along the line, 
and bade good-bye to all the men in turn, white 
and black, for there were several negroes in the 
crew. As the men knelt they were distant from 
the wall tuat surrounds the execution ground 
about three feet, while about three paces bohind 
them, with leveled muskets, stood the detach- 
ment of mariaes detailed to execute the sen- 
tence. Just before the fatal volley was 
fired, Capt. Fry took off his hat.- He 
seemed as if he was saying a prayer. Of the 
whoie thirty-seven Capt. Fry was the only per- 
son who fell at the first fire. His body was rid- 
did with buliets, and he died a)most instantly. 
Ali the others were but slightly wounded. Tie 
scene that followod was the most frightful I 
ever witnessed, and I have been on mauy a bat- 
tle-field, After the first volley I jumped upon 
the wall, and from there could see everything 
that happened. The poor creatures who we:e 
wounded lay op the ground rolling about franti- 
cally in their own blood, and uttering shrieks of 
_ and agony, aud loud appeals for mercy. 
eir appeals for mercy fell upon men deal to 
compassion. The murderers rushed upon them 
like demons, and, thrusting their muskets into 
the mouths and ears of the unfortunate 
wretches, absolutely blew their heads off. 
Bome of the poor creatures. fran- 
tically endeavored to burst their bonds and 
seize the musieis, but, of course, could not suc- 
ceed. I shail never forget the awfal groans and 
shrieks that resounded trom the place of siaugh- 
ter. Fully ten minutes, that looked as if it 
might have been an hour, elapsed from the time 
the first volley was discharged until] the last 
of the unfortunate mon was dead. Iheard men 
say who were on ships in the harbor that after 
the first volley was fired the reporis of the guns 
subsequently discharged continued to sound li«e 
the cracking of fireworks on the Fourth of July 
in this city. Itis a positive fact tha:, with the 
exception of Capt. Fry. the head was blown off 
every man of the thirty-six. The marines scem- 
ed to exult in their work of blood. elt 
ashamed that day of being an American. Alter 
ali the party were dead, as in the cases of Kyaa 
and his companions, the bodies were thrown into 
@ cart and carried off to the cemetery. As many 
as a dozen bodies were thrown iuto the same 


“On the 7th of November the remainder of 
the passengers were to be executed—fifty in al ; 
but on that day an English man-of-war, the 
Niobe, arrived in port. Tue Captain, on coming 
into the harbor, did not salute the Spanish forts. 
He was in his boat before his anchor had touched 
the bottom, and, on lauding, proceeded straight 
to the Governor's house, aud peremptorily de- 
manded that the executions should cease. Tho 
Governor at first declared that he had no rigat 
to iuterfere, but the Captain said that, in tre 
absence of aa American man-of-war, he 
would take the responsibility of protecting 
American citizens, and the honor 
of the American flag.

BaTURDAY Eventne, Dec, 6. 

The improvement in the aspect of financial 
affairs and the increase of business in all parts 
of the country bave been very decided during 
the past week, and the progress winds up with 
an important rise io the prices of Western pro- 
ducts and railroad stocks to-day. Gold was 


very little higher than a week ago, being quoted - 


at 1095 this afternoon, against 109}¢ at the 
corresponding time of Saturday, the 29th ult., 
but wheat and corn are each 4 cents per bushel 
higher than then, and raiiroad stocks are ail 
from 1 to 3 per cent higher than a week ago. 
Many attribute the rise in pricés tu the pros- 
pects of war andof inflation of the currency. The 
fact, however, that gold has not adyanced would 
indicate ‘hat the real cause is the growing abun- 
dance of money and the revival of activity in 
trade and manufacturing. Sober-minded people, 
who see that money is rapidly becoming abun- 


da nt as confidence in the general solvency of the » 


tradiag and manufacturing classes revives, think 
it would be the height of folly to inflate the cur- 
rency now, when we have got so near down to 
the *‘ hard pan” that the change to a specie 
basis could be made with less disturbance to 
business than at any previous time since the 
war. 

The supply of money in this market is steadi/ 
increasing. The pork packers and lumber deal- 
era still require large accommodations at the 
banks, but there is very little demand from other 
departments of trade. In the open market the 
supply of money increases more rapidly than in 
the banks, but prime commercial paper is very 
scarce. Money has been loan in some in- 
stauces, in the last few days, at 10 per cent per 
annum on demand loans which it is tacitly un- 
derstood by both parties will be allowed to run 
aeveral months.

Hussian Monks. 

According to a récont statement, it appears 
that the monks in Rassia enjoy a very comfori- 
able position. There are, it seems, in Raseia, 
9.000 monks and nuns, who are waited on by 
16,000 lay brothers, or sisters. as the case may | 
be—who are really servante, although they-wear | 
the monastic habit instead of a livery. All tne | 
properiy of the monasteries was confiscated in 
1764 by the Empress Catharine, who at the same 
time assigned to these establisaments in com- 
pensation a money indempity waich amofints at 
the present day to about $300,000 per aunum. 
Sie, however, took the proceation to niake a 
regu'atioa that no monastery should acquire any 
lauded property witaout permission by a royal 
rescript. The moass have been none the worse 
for this act of spoliation. he piety of the 
Russian people haus made them ample. amends. 
The anual offerings to menasteries to which pil- 
g images are made and which pearly all contain 
relics or miraculous. images, amount to no less 
than $7,500,000, and for the last one hundred 
years the legacies in money alone have consti- 
tuted a capital producing $6,000,000 anually. 
The result is that eacb individual monk. has an 
anual incomo of $772 at his own dieponal, and 
one-third of the revenue of @ mouasiery belongs 
to the sapertor, so that theo t of the 
archimandrites have from $15) to $7,679 per 
annum. There are others who baye as mnuch as 
$22,500. The morke, moreover, engage in 
trade, lend money, and indulge im speculations.

A Veteran. 

On Wednesday, Oct. 29, took place an ocour- 
rence probably auprecedented in tie Lritish or 
in any oltherarmy.

UNITY CHURCH. 

The dodica‘ion of the new Unity Church build- 
ing is announced for to-day. Several eminest 
iuvines are expected to be presevt, and the oc- 
sasion will no douot be one of great terest. 
No one will be more happy, we venture to assert, 
than txe genial and beloved pastor himself, the 
fev. Dr. Robert Collyer, who by his own ener- 
yies bas built up this Society, and placed it 
in ite bich position among the churches of 
Chicago. The history cf Unity Church has been 
ziven in a recent number of I: 
i* proper at this time to supplement this with a 
jescri;tion of the new building, and a brief 
sketch of the life cf him who occupies the sacred 
iesk io its inclosure. 

DESCRIPTION OF THE BUILDING. 

It is nearty six years since the congregation of 
Robert Collyer gathered to witness the dedica- 
ion of Unity Church. Upon its ruina, after the 
Jetober fire. another has been erectel, with 
such improvemeuts as the pastor, trustees, and 
wehitects, Messrs. Barling & Ad'er, dsemed 
secessary for the success of congregational wor- 
hip. Itis situated just east of Washington 
Park, on the North Side. 

Tue size of the building is 136 by 78 feet; the 
tide-wails are 40 feet higs, and the main gale 
erminates in a finial, 8) feet above the sidewalk. 
Che front is flanked by two lofty towers, which 
ire yet to be firishe1, with slated spires. 

The vestibule, from which the great entrance 
snd two smalier side entrances open, is 25 feet 
sile and extends across the width of the church. 
Chis liberal space is amply suflicieat to prevent 
ihe annoyance of persons crowding each other 
lor exit, which is a fault with many charches. 

The entrances to the lecture room, which are 
on the vestibule floor, are three in number, of 
more than usnal width. The lecture-room is 56 
by 70 feet, and 15 feet high; it is well lighted 
from both sides, and is neatly finishe in hard- 
wood. ihe epace in the rear of the lecture- 
room is taken up by the pastor's study, ciass- 
rooms, hitchen aud culinary department, and 

stairs leading to the audience room and gallery. 

The main stairs to the audience-room at either 
end of the front vestibule are eight feet wide 
and easy of ascent; the newel-post, band-rail, 
balusters, aud strincers, are of yellow pine and 
bieck walnut, massive and elegant, but of quiet 
nechners. The sudience-room is 70 by 89 feet, 
and, with the ery, bas 1,400 sittings. The 

floor sinks gradually from the door to the puipit, 
aad the sittings, which are massive pews of 
black walnut, are arranged as arcs of a circle. 
whose centre is-the pulpit, an improvemeat 
which gives the grea est possible facility in see- 
ing and hearing. ‘he gallery, supported on iron 

amns, is amphitheatrical in form, the seats 
risiog as they recede. The pews, similar to 
those on main fluor, are arranged in like man- 
ner. Tae pulpit is on a platform four feet 
high, and placed as far as possible forward 
into the centre of the room, im accord 
with the desire of the pastor to get near the

bebind the pulp.i. The organ chamber is an 
addition oult at therear of the church, and 
opens into the main room bh a large, 
pointed arch, elabovetely ornamente! with 
umos, baving carved capitals, and from which 
spring richiy-moulded archivolt. The roof is 
open-ti.abered, of the hammerbeam type. 
massive stove corbcls, enriched with 
sculpture, spring the curved braces wiuich sup- 
port tae bammervocam. 

The pendants, tracery, and braces of the roof 
are of black walnut and rich yellow pine, stained 
and varnished. The ceiling follows the slope of 
the roof, and is divided into square pane!.:; 
these are frescoed in bright colors, which 
beighten the beauty of the room. The rear end 

ha af the room is octagonal in shape. From 
ae the angles of the oc'agun roof trusses spring to 
tue cenire of the 1oom. This uliar shape at 
once aesisis the acousiics, and forms, with the 
i organ-chamber, a very ue 
combination.

Carpenter or the proprietors of the West ad 
Hotel would make a public denial of the facts 
as alleged, it should have sometaing more to 
say about the matter. Dut such denial was 
not made, and the scandal had almost faded out 


of public reccilection, as such things will, when, 


a few days ago, it was revived by the publication 
of a number of letiers in the New York Times, 
which had been addressed to Judge Howe, Sen- 
ator Carpenter’s colleague in the Senate, and 
which were intended to remove the unfavorable 
impression that had been made against Mr. Car- 
penter. These letters were evidently procured 
and published either at Mr. Carpenter’s instance 
or with his sanction. Me, therefore, becomes 


-responsible for the resuscitation of the scandal, 


and for any damagiug consequences to himseli 

thereupon. 

The article in the Times claimed that the lady 

who accompanied Senator Carpenter to Long 

Branch was in every way respectable, and that 

rooms were refused simply because the house 

was fall. To prove this, four letters were pub- 

lished, to-wit: One from President Grant, to 

the effect that Mr. Carponter was not drunk on 

the evening in question; one from George H. 

Farrar, clerk at the West End Hotel, to the 

effect that Seaator Carpenter was refused rooms 

simply because there was not a vacant room ia 

the house; one from Senator Spencer, of 
Alabama, to the effect that Ramsedell, the 
correspondent who sent the telegram to the New 
York Tribune, had admitted to him that there 
was no truth in the charge; anda fourth from 
D. W. Bliss, certifying that Ramacell had bragged 
to bim that he (Ramedell) had got even with 
Carpenter, because the latter had once caused 
him to be imprisoned as a coptumacious witness. 
The only letter of any teal bear.ag on the case 
was that of Farrar, the hotel-clerk. Gen. Grant’s 
letter is altogetaer superfluous, since the Tribune 
never charged tiat Carpeater was drunk on that 
occasion, and it could only have been produced 
to show, like Grant’s letter to Mr. Co after 
the latter’s retiremont,. or hia letter to ex-Col- 
lector Tom Murphy, which side be was on. 
In answer to the clerk’s letter, the New York 
Tribune says plainly that he is a liar, and 
to maintain this postulate it offers a 
tranecript of the hotel-register of that 
date, which shows that less than thirty names 
appear before Mr. Carpenter's on that day, and 
that there were fifty-four names of persons who 
arrived after Carpenter, and to allof whom rooms 
were duly assigned, notwithstanding the fact 
that there had been no outward trains fiom 
Long Branch duriag the day. This certainly 
appears to be conclusive that the clerk did lie 
when he asserted that Mr. Carpenter was re- 
fused “because there was not a vacant room in 
the house.” The Tribune's copy of the hotel- 
register also shows that the names of Carpenter 
and the woman who accompanied him appear 
with the numbers of communicating rooms oppo- 
sito them, and that these numbers were crossed 
out. Carpenter's name was registered as “ Henry 
| Carpenter,” instead of Matthew Hale Carpeater, 
his real name, and the Tribune says that he par- 


not giveo. The clerk's letter, therefore, becomes 
damaging to Mr. Carpenter's case, because it 
shows that Senator Carpenter was the man 
whose name was thus falsely registered ; and it 
has also beeu the means of bringing out the fact 
that adjoining rooms were first assigned, and 
afterwards taken away from, Carpenter and the 
woman, Who was with him. 


Thus the charge against Sevator Carpenter 
becomes m we plausible by reason of the later 
developments, for which be is bimself re >pon- 
sible. Hotel-keepers in general, particulariy 
hotel-kcepers at summer resorts, and more par-

ticularly requested that bis real name be 


not in the habit of inquiring into the personal 
affairs of their gnests, unless impelled to do so 
by complaimts or by circumstances which en- 
danger the good name of the house. The 
fact, if it be a fact, that Senator Carpenter 
and the lady in his company were first assigned 
to adjoining rooms, shows that there was a digpo- 
sition to treat them just as if they were Mr. 
John Smith and Mrs. Jane Thompson, whom the 
proprietors had never ecen or heard of ‘before. 
The snbsequent dispossession would indicate 
that something had occurred which made the 
proprietors and personsin charge fearful of a 
ecandal which would be injurious to the reputa- 
tion of the hotel. Altogether, the affair now 
looks worse for Mr. Carpenter than it has at any 
time previously. Hehas gone into it too far 
and too deep to go back, or even to stay where 
be is. The New York Tribune invites a libel 
suit, and this is the only remedy to which Mr. 
Carpenter can now resort to vindicate himself. 
Mr. Carpenter’s deference to the feelings of the 
lady io question can hardly be pleaded any 
longer, since every person of hor acquaintange 
must be aware by this time of the name of Mr. 
Carpenter's traveling companion.

THE OPERA SEASON. 

Some four or five years since, Tuz TRiBune 
alvised Miss Kellogg to embark ber fortunes in 
English opera, and quit tbe Italian|stage, which 
had already commenced to show 8 of decad- 
ence. We believed then, and believe now, that 
there is a prosperous future in store for Knuglish 
opera. Italian opera, at the best, isan expen- 
sive luxury. As at present managed (and we see 
no indications of a chaage in the style of man- 
agement), it is impossible to organize a troupe 
with more than two or three first-rate artists in 
it. The rest must be mere makeweights. The 
result is that the operas must be performed very 
imperfectly, with excellence in two or three rolea, 
and mediocrity, or even worse than that, in the 
remainder; and, even under these discourag- 
ing conditions, the prices must necessari- 
ly be very high to leave any maer- 
gin of profits. English opera, on the other 
hand, is inexpensive as compared wiih the ltal- 
ian, and can be put upon the stage with more 
even excellence ; and the day is not far distant 
when it will be so handled that even the operas 
of the Italian stage may be produced in a very 
creditable way. This has already been accom- 
plished with “ Martha,” *‘ Traviata,” ‘‘ Faust,” 
Trovatore,” “‘ Lucia,” “‘ Rigoletto,” ‘‘ Norma,” 
and even with an opera as massive as the ‘‘ Hu- 
guenots.” The grand scheme which Theodore 
Taomas is engaged upon will still further 
develop this fact, and show that it is pos- 
sible to give even the works of Weber, 
Wagner, Gluck, Mozart, and Beethoven 
successfully in English. Miss Kellogg, there- 
fore, in adopting the English stago, has 
a bright outlook before her, and she has 
identified herself with it noné too soon to get a 
firm foothold and escape the wreck of Italian 
opera, which must come inthis country when 
Mr. Thomas’ great scheme is fully developed, as 
it will be two orthree years from now. Miss 
Kellogg’s venture this season, we are informed, 
bas been made with special reference to the or- 
ganization of a larger and stronger troupe next 
season, if the present season holds out the 
proper inducements. 

We are inclined to think that Miss Kellogg 
will regard the experiment as a satisfactory 
one already, although the season has but just 
commenced. The large and delighted audiences 
which have thronged the theatre, notwithstand- 
ing the worst possible weatner and the financial 
stringency of the times, must convince her that, 
in @ more auspicious season, she will have noth- 
ing to fear. There is nothing in the present 
season, and there has been nothing mn the past, 
to discourage her. Parepa made a great deal of 
money in her English seasons, and, if Mrs. 
Ricaings-Bernard Jost, it was because thero 
was no business managoment at the 
head of her troupe, and the whole 
enterprise was left to run itself. Mr. 
Hess, the present manager of this troupe, 
althuugh heretofore his business has been main- 
ly of a dramatic nature, nas shown good judg- 
ment and tact in bis direction, and has succeeded 
in giving opera with at least no absolutely bad 
spotsinit. The works which have been produced 
have been enjoyable because the troupe is not 
made up of two artists and twenty sticks, as is 
too often the case, and because there is an evident 
determination upon the part of every one on the 
stage to lend their best efforts to the perform- 
ance of their duties. 

The business of the week shows that the 
people are appreciating the efforta of the man- 
agers to give English opera in good style, and 
Mies Kellogg bas every reason to feel compli- 
mented a: the reception,—a compliment, also, of 
which Mrs. Van Zandt may take a handsome 
share to herself. The repertoire for the present 
week, which is published elsewhere, is a very at - 
tractive one, and there is every reason to believe 
that the troupe, therefore, will not go away 
empty-handed. The encouragement for Miss 
Kellogg is ample, and she has every 
reason to believe that the public will sustain 
her in her present season, and welcome her 
next season at the head of a troupe even larger 
and better than the present one. 


MRS. SV/ISSHELM’S LETTER. 

We print elaewhere a letter from Mrs. Jane 
Grey Swisehelm on the Beecher-Bowen matter, 
which is remarkable rather for what it suggests 
than for what it actually says. It is not easy to 
tell whether it was written in the way of irony 
or with serious intent. If intended to be ironi- 
cal, it is an insidious attack on all the persons 
whose names have been associated with the 
affair, aud especially upon Mr. Beecher and the 
lady whose mame was first coupled with his 
When the gossip was made public —a 
lady who bas always been respected as a 
virtuous woman, and cherished as a gentle, deli- 
cate, and affectionate wife. If there were no 
other construction to be put upon Mrs. Swiss- 
helm's letter, we should decline to publish it, as 
it would merely coutribute to the stock of scap- 
dal, which is already excessive, without in any 
manner suggesting an explanation of the myste- 
ry in which the whole case is involved. : 

Dut the letter suggests a “new departure ” in 
the school of public morals, which, if not alto- 
gether oxiginal with Mrs. Swisshelm, is 
yet sufficien Uy movel and startling to attract 
attention. ‘This lady contends substantially that 
Mr. Beecber’s private conduct is nopody’s busi- 
ness, and intimates that it would do more harm 
to expose it and dethrone Mr. Beecher from the 


religious prominence he pow holds than to per- 


mit him to wear the livery of Heaven to serve 
the devil in. “No one can deny,” says Mrs. 
Swisshelm, “that the Lord has endowed him 
with a special gift of teaching,” etc. Sno likens 
him toa cup, and his eloquence and religious 
fervor to precious draughts with which he is 
overflowing. “Shall we break the cup 
because there is = flaw in it?” she 
asks. If all this is spoken in earnest, 
it means that, so long as Mr. Deecher’s pulpit 
utterances are of beaetit to the community, it 
should make no difference what his personal 
morals are. It means that Mr. Beecher may be 
a libertine in private, and still be of such great 
good to mankind by means of his public teach- 
ings that his vices should not be exposed and 
punished. It means that Mr. Beecher as a hypo- 
crite is too much of a biessing to the 
world to be sacrificed on the altar of truth. 
All this sounds very stravge. It raises 
the question whether hypocrisy is a yirlue, or 
the opposite. We cannot limit the application 
of this new law of morals to Mr. Beecher. 
Other men are eloquent in public. Other 
men glow with religious fervor in the pu!pit. 
Other men are shining lights in society, bright- 
ening, cheering, and purifying in all their out- 
ward seeming. Other men are permitted, under 
the cover of their clerical robee, to enter freely 
into the domestic circles of their congrega- 
tions. Husbands trust their wives, brothers 
their sisters, and fathers their daughters 
more coffidingly in the companionship of men 
who preach religion, extol virtue, and excite 
holy thoughts iv public. Are we asked to admit, 
then, that all men, in proportion to their intel- 
lectual power and personal maguctism, shall be 
granted immuniiy from all inquiry into their 
private morais? is it contended that men whose 
position bas identified them to some extent 
with the good name of the Church shall be 
free from the moral restraints which the 
Church itself has imposed upon all per- 
sons? Shall Henry Ward Beecher’s elo- 
quence, influence, acd famo entitle him 
to a general absolution for all private sins, 
80 lon, as they are not open and barefaced? If 
we have not greatly misinterpreted Mrs. Swiss- 
helm's philosophy, she hiats an affirmative 
answer to all these questions, and thereby sets 
up a code of morals that would produce cliaos, in 
very short order, if generally accepted. It would 
bea work of supererogation to point out that 
such a system would be subversive, not ouly of 
the safeguards of society, but of the foundation 
of religion. 

We have said this much in answer to the sin- 
gular theory that Mrs. Swisshelm’s letter soems 
to suggest, and without any refcrence to the 
merits of the Beecher-Bowen controversy as it 
now stands. In epite of the wide discussion 
which this matter has elicited, there has beon 
nothing definite enough to warrant an unfavora- 
ble judgment of Mr. Boecher, but much to 
authorize the suspicion tuat he has been foully 
slandered by Henry C. Bowen. Indeed, Mr. 
Bowen seems inclined to admit that much. At 
the same time, we have an opinion that the 
treatment of the matter by all the parties con- 
cerned, including the congregation of Piymouth 
Church, has been of the character to croate the 
belief in many quarters that somothing is with- 
held. We Belicve, also, that an honest, straight- 
forward investigation, which shail ascertain tae 
character of the charge and clear the atmos- 
phere of the haze that now envelops the whole 
affair, is the proper course to adopt. 

CULTIVATING THE FINE ARTS. 

The latest development of taste for tho fine 
arts bas occurred within a few weeks in Chicago. 
Madison street has been selected as the fie!d, 
though the wonderful success that bas so far 
been obtained will probably carry the business 
into all parts of the city. Soveral large stores 
hitherto tenantiess have within ten daye been 
rented; and conspicuously displayed in the win- 
dows by day are vast piles of silver coin bright 
and fresh from the mint. Inside these stores, 
the cultivation of taste in fine arts is progress- 
ing from early morn until midnight. The pro- 
ceedings in the stores—at least in the one wo 
visited—may be thus described: On one side of 
the building :is erected a platform, about four 
feet above the floor. On this platform are seated 
at convenient distances three or four cashiers, 
each having before him a pile of silver half-dol- 
lars. In addition to these are six or eight stal- 
wart young men, each holding a long stick, like 
a billiard-cue; behind this platform and against the 
wall are large racks containing a great variety of 
prints from photographs, or cards of the ordinary 
carte visite size. These pictures represent every 
thing kaown to painting, sculpture, engraving, 
and photography. They embrace the portraits of 
all the great, good, bad, and notorious people, men 
and women, from Cain and Abel, down to Lydia 
Thompson and Wilbur F. Storey; they farnish 
pictures of landscapes, from the frosty Caucasus 
and the Yosemite Valley to the Plains of Abra- 
ham and the Pyramids of Egypt. These cards 
cao be bought at any of the street-stands at the 
rate of three for a dime, and by wholesale can be 
bought for $5 a thousand. These cards are ar- 
ranged along the side of the building. In front 
of the platform, and fenced off from it by a 
stout rail, is # large space for the visitors. 
The price of these cards is 50 cents 
each, and the purchaser, upon depositing 
his currency to that amount, is handed one of 
the long sticks, with which he designates on the 
wall the particular picture he desires. This pic- 
ture is thea handed to him, face downward, and 
he is entitled to demand and receive in silver 
coin whatever sum may be designated on the 
back of the card. SF 

When we were in the establishment there were 
perhaps some sixty persons, beside those en- 
engaged in selling the pictures. The sale was 
brisk. The half-dollars went over the counter 
into the bank quite briskly, and occasion- 
ally it was proclaimed that A had 
drawn $2, or that B hed got $5, and 
we saw one man who got twenty half-dollars,— 
$10 being the highest premiam paid by the ba uk. 
The bona fide character of this $10-prize was 
strongly questioned by the majority of the 
crowd, though several who insisted that the 
lucky purchaser was one of the managers 
promptly invested their own money in vain ef 
forts to win alike sum. In the fifteen minutes 
during which we were present at the eale, there 
were perhaps fifty pictures sold, and, excinding 
the $10 operation mentioned, the cash paid out 
in prizes amounted to $8. All day long the busi- 
ness goes on, and far into the night crowds of 
men and boys were there paying their money, 
getting pictures, and ocegsionally @ dollar or two 
m coin. Wo have-described only the proceed- 
ings which we witnessed. We understand there 
are half-a-dozen other cstablishments in which 
the same business, wore or less modified in 
form, is in full blast. Next week, the number 
will probably be fifty. 

If this business were done in Baffslo or 
waukee. we might be apt to call it gambling. and 


gambling in its worst form. But we understand : 


that, when the police interfcred with one of there 
concerns, on the ground that it was gambling, 
the Mayor prompily ordered the discharge of the 
accused, and forbade any further interfereace 
with the business or social amusements of the 
public. * 

Some years ago, there was a largesaleof costly 
engravings in this city, each purchaser having a 
supposed chance of being the lucky recipiert of 
a deed in feo of the grand Opera-Houso on 
Washington strect. The taste for fine arts was, 
it was supposed, largely cultivated by that pro- 
ceeding. There are a score of places in this 
city where, up-stairs, behind barred doors and 
blinded windows, men can go, and by putting 
down a dollar, or ten dollars, take the chances 
of winning or losing a like sum upon the turning 
of a card. This is called gambling. and thoso 
who practice it are bunted and punished as 
enemies of society. The difference between 
their proceedings and those of the picture sales 
we have described are, however, so obvious, that, 
even omitting the consideration of art-cuiture, 
no one can question the justice of the Mayor's 
decision! 

The picture trade having been thus judicially 
determined to be honest and legitimate, it is 
worth while to consider its profits. LIstimating 
the daily sales of a single establishmant at 1,200 
pictures, the account of a picture-merchant for 
a week wil! stand thus:

Considering that $100 is ample capital, and 
that the business is purely cash and profits 
immediate, we question whether there is avy 
other business just now that makes such hand- 
some returns. No one can visit one of these es- 
tablishments without being etruck with the 
number of persons, of all trades, professions, 
and employments, who have, despite the hard 
times, 50 cents, or five times 50 cents, to bet 
against the pictures on the wall. When the re- 
ceipts of one of these establishments are multi- 
plied by the whole number of them, the public 
can estimate the profits of the new trade which 
bas the official sanction of the Goverament of 
the City of Chicago. . 


There are half-a-dozen insurance companies 
in this city whose affairs are in the hands of 
Receivers. These Receivers report from time to 
time that they have on hand $20,000, $40,000, or 
$70,000; that since the last report they have 
received $409 to $600, and paid out from $700 to 
$1,000 for expenses. Why is tais money kep‘ 
in this way? All the.claims that are entitled to 
a division of the assets have long sinco 
been proved up; and the omission to 
distribute the assets amoung the  policy- 
belders serves no other purpose than 
to benefit whoever ws drawing the interest 
thereon. In ‘some of the cases, the divi- 
dends are but a few cents on the dollar of 
the claims ; nevertheless, in the aggregate, they 
amoant to large sums, aod the unfortunate 
holders of the policies are entitled to what is 
due them, be the same more or less. It looks as 
if these insurance funds were mavaged for the 
benefit of the Receivers, and of those who enjoy 
the use of the money.

This work, reprinted from the Conlemporary 
Review, where it appeared originally, is proba- 
bly the most important one of the * Interna- 
tional Series,” projected by Prof. Youmans, that 
has yet appeared. As may be gathered from the 
title, it is not a treatise on Sociology itself,—not 
an exposition of the principles and laws to which 
society conforms. It is a treatise on the study of 
the science, and only incidentally touches on 
sociological questions or adverts to sociological 
laws. Neither is ita part of the author's *‘ Sys- 
tem of Philosophy,” which, if completed on the 
plan proposed, will be perfect without this vol- 
ume. It may be read, however, with advantago 
by those interested in Spencer’s specalations, 
and would bea gvod introduction to the Prin- 
ciples of So.io ogy, the first part of which 
is, we understcnd, shortly to appear. It may, 
in fact, be considered as a vindication of the 
plan of the author’s system, and of his own fit- 
ness to write a work on the subject of Sociology. 
Although part of a popular scientific series, and 
not so techuical or abstruse as the Prin- 
ciples of LBiology or the Principles of 
Psychology from the same pen, it is pone the 
less no food for babes. ‘The reader will find 
very important and very difficult questions dis- 
cussed in its pages, such as the 

MEANING OF SOCIOLOGY, 

—the science of human society ; whether we 
have any need of it; whether it is possible, and, 
if possible, in what sense and to what extent; 
what are the difficalties in its way; the qualities 
requisite for those who would build it dp; what 
is tae character of the sociological mind, and 
the preparatory discipline needed to insure suc- 
cess in its caltivation. 

We take it that Mr. Spencer means by Sociolo- 
gy neither more nor less than is meant by what 
Vico called the Scienza Nuova, and what has 
since received t!e appellation Science of His- 
tory, or Philosophy of History. By this we do 
not mean to insinuate that Spencer would ac- 
cept Vico’s definition of Sociology, but only that 
the meaning covered by all these expressions is 
substantially the same. 

It has been made a question whether such a 
science is possible. Minds of scientific mold 
assure us thatitis. Minds of unscieutitic mold 
assure us that it isnot. Of theologic minds, 
some are ranged on one side of the question, 
and some on the other. Vico, who was the first 
to write on the science of history, introduced in- 
to it the element of 

PROVIDENTIAL GUIDANCE ; 

and Bossust, in his Discours sur I Hietorie 
Universelle, did the same. Sponcer would reject 
this element, and this is the only point of differ- 
ence in this matter between the purely scien- 
tific and the theologico scientific mind; that 
chaiacter of mind found ia those whom Spencer 
characterizes as men who, when they open the 
door of their oratory, close the door of their 
laboratory, and close the door of their oratory 
when they enter their laboratory. | 

There are other minds yet, —minds favorably 
inclined to science; minds which work by the 
inductive method,—to whom nothing or little 
not reached by that method is truth; minds 
which acknowledge the desirableness of such a 
science, but are skeptical as to its possibility. 
Such persons are either inconsistent or have a 


ence. Tuey do not deny that much 
may be known of history, much 
of man, much of society. They are 


perfectly willing to grant tha: nations have 
a distinct character ; that at least their proximate 
future may, in broad outlive, be predicted ; 


that 
A GIVEN CAUSE 

produces a definite effect on society ; but speak 
to them of science and you are at onco at issue 
with them. They forget that wkere knowledge 
is possidle science is poasible; that science is 
ouly knowledge classified and arranged, and 
differs from the information of the uncultured 
oniy in not being chaotic. Wherever facts can 
ve accusculated and critically compared, right 
conclusions may be drawn from them; and the 
eggregate of these conclusions copstitute sci- 
ence. If. therefore. historical date can be ob- 


tained, and subjected to the crucible of criticism, 
a science of history is possible, 

The existence of free wil! has been consid- 
ered an insuperable barrier to a science éf #0- 
ciety. Yet, as Spencer romarks, it muét Le 
admitted that even volition may be foreseen. 
Under the same circumstances, all great bodies 
of men 

ACT IN THE SAME WAY. 
In great maases of men, other things being 
the same, like causes like effects. 


‘Hence, of human action ther» may be some pre- 


vision, and, whore there is some prevision, some 
science is possiblo. So far as thore can lie gen- 
eralization and interpretation based upos it, so 
farthere ean be science. This is Spencer's 
own vindication. Todeny the pos-ibility of a 
social science is to assert that there can be no 
definite knowledge of men as social beings, ard, 
as @ consequence, that rational legislation is a 
chimera, and statesmanebip merely empiricism. 
Spencer is no enthasiast over Sociology. He 
has infinite common sense. Unlike Buckle, he 
inakes vo rash statements conocrning the char- 
acter of thé science. He seos tliat there are 
LIMITS TO HUMAN PREVISION, 
and almost iusinuates that, perhaps, all we can 
learn from the science is a faith in the tis medi- 
calriz nature, and taat one thing neediul 
is to maintain the vonditions under which the 
natural actions have fair play.” Neither does be 
underrate tho difficulties in the way of the 
sociologist. bas a full consciousness of the 
complexity of tho phenomena, of the number of 
the unknown quantities, and the fewness of the 
equations. Not only is he aware of the obstacles 
to be surmounted, he points them out; and, 
were he arguing the science to be tio idle dream 
of idle brains, he could not state what they are 
more forcibly. Indeed, the unbeliever in 
Sociolugy will find Spencer’s own book the best- 
supplied arsena! for arguments against it. The 
array of difficaltics in the path of the cultivator 
of this, the highest aad most compiex of the 
sciences, according to the author's own 
showiog, is indeed appalling. So much 
so that he confesses that “Were it 
the aim of social science to draw up 
quite special and definite conclusions, which 
must depend for their truta on exact data ac- 
curately co-ordinated, it would have to be aban- 
doned ;” and he does no+ abandon it only be- 
cause, after all error in detail has been allowed 
for, there are certain classes of general facts 
which remain for thescience to build itself upon. 
More yet, the author does not disguise from 
his readers that a person fit to be a sociologist

The currency question will doubtlessly be 
the leading top’c iv Congress this winter, as it 
is the chief one among the people. There seems 
to be a general desire for a resumption of specie 
payments, or the adoption of some plan whereby 
paper-money may be made equal to gold in pur- 
chasing power, aud kept there in future. How 
this is to be accomplished isthe problem that 

the wise heads, and causes such an in- 
@pite variety of plans and opinions. The 
would become a very simple and easy 
one if the people and politicians were willing, 
that the Government should 
RETIRE ITS GREENBACES, 
and leave to private capital the task of furnish- 
ing gold and convertible currency. If Cor- 
should enact this winter that greenbacks 
shall be converted into 5 per cent bonds, or 
even into 4 per cents, they would spéedily disap- 
from circulation, and bank-notes would at 
once rise in value to the gold standard. Silver 
would come into circulaion as small change, 
and notes and gold be thereafter of equal pur- 
shasing power,—at least so long as the banks 
were able to redeem their issues, and that would 
be always, when there was no financial panic or 
sodden call for large amounts of coin. A 
heavy, sudden demand on a few New York 
banks would probably force their suspension, 
just as a heavy run by depositors might exhaust 
their cash-means. This 
WOULD PRODUCE A 
destroy confidence, and cause both note-holders 
and depositors to make a run on other New York 
banks, forcing them into suspension. Then the 
panic would spread all over the Union, and close 
up all the banks, just as the late panic among 
New York depositors forced all the banks in the 
Union into suspension, or mto a position where 
they baci to cease lending money and accom- 
modating the public. But, after the panic, the 
banks would again generally resume specie pay- 
ments in a more or less cripplea condi- 
tion, and so continue until the next 
panic or convulsion in monetary matters. Such 


was the past experience of specie-paying banks, | 


and such will be the future, as like causes pro- 
duce like effects. No bank can be prepared to 
withstand a double *‘run” of note-bolders and 
depositors, unless it keeps in its vaults coin 
pearly equal to its notes in circulation. and re- 
tains its deposits iustead of loaning them out; 
in other words, it must stand idle, and not loan 
either notes or deposits on time-paper. The 
ONLY ABSOLUTELY SAFE BANK 
is of that class which issues no votes, and lends 
only its own capital, and loans no de- 
posite except on call, secured by con- 
vartuble stocks, such as Federal bonds. But 
the business classes would hardly be satisfied 
with that description of banking. In consider- 
ing the question of resumption, we must not 
shat our eyes to the experience of the past, or 
suppose that a repetition of any old policy will 
not yield a tion of old experience. 


NOT IN FAVOR OF BANISHING GREENBACKS 
from circulation, but desire and intend to retain 
them.

of any proposed; anybody can understand it. 
That it would operate admirably, can hardly be 
a matter of doubt. It would not only secure to 
the poople a carroacy sab@antially equal to gold 
in valuc, but a flexible currency, that would ex- 
pand and contract as required by the business- 
necessities of the country. There never would 
be tens of willions of idle money lying in the 
vgulte of banks, from May to October each year, 
seeking any kind of borrowers, aud tempting 
speculators to embark in all sorts of hazardous 
schemes, unsettling the value of stocks, and 
gambling spirit in business. 

As the Government does not redeem its notes 
on demand, according to the pledge oa their 
face, it should, at the very least, pay interest on 
them in this form when demanded by the hold- 
ers. Such ascheme of currency would rendor 
convertible bonds a sort of national savings 
bank, of absolute security, and never liable to 
panic or suspension.

SERIOUS BSTRINGENCY FOR CURRENCY. 
I do not think so, because there s:ill would be 
the whole volume of bank-notes; and silver 


would be abundant for small trane- 
actions; and gold would reinforce the 
bank-poves when curreacy Was scarce ; 


and, besides ali these, the convertible bonds 
would be largely used as currency in all the 
larger transactions. A bond would be equivalent 
to legal-tender notes for ita face and earned in- 
terest, and be taken in payment of any debt, or 
for any property, with avidity. They would sim- 
ply be another form of greenbacks, which would 
always be earning the holders something while 
in their possession; aad for this reason they 
would be extremely popular, and, once intro- 
duced into general use, would probably never be 
discarded or disused so long as there was a bond 
of the national debt outstanding and unre- 
deemed. ‘The greenbacks would be used in the 
ordiv transactions, while the bonds would 
fulfill such duties as bills of exchange. 

And right here let me digress to remark that, 
while greenbacks are redcemed by the Govern- 
ment ai no price, but staud as 

PROTESTED, DISGRACED PAPER, 

they are convertible into gold at all times at 
some price. The bankers and brokers always 
stand ready to purchase them at a ‘“ shave.” 
Were it otherwise, they would soon be worth 
nothing. The gold-quotations in New York 
each day, or several times a day, simply mean 
that the brokers, bankers, and money-jobbers 
are paying the reported prices for greenbacks. 
When gold is quoted at 108, it meaus that the 
brokers are buying greenbacks from the import- 
ers at 92 2-3 conts on the dollar,—paying that 
much gold therefor ; the importers using the 
gold to pay the duties on their imported goods. 

the value of the greenlacks is thus fixed by 
what the New York brokers will give for them 
each day, is it any wonder that such value is al- 
ways fiuctuating,—forever bobbing up and 
down? To-day they may be 108; to-morrow, 
115; next day. 120; on &k Fridays, at 160,— 
mneaning that a greenback is worth 6234 in 
gold on such days.

e New York brokers will give for them in gold. 
From the day that Congress repealed the law 
making them convertible into 5-20 bonds (which 
was in 1863-"4) until the present time, their value

FIXED BY THE GOLD-BROKERS, 
and they have beea purchased by them for ten 
years, at a varying price each day; but whatever 
was given for them was in gold, and their pur- 
chating-power was determined by what the 
would sell for in gold. This is the inevitable 
fate of an inconvertible or irredeemable 
currency. If the issuers of it fail to redeem it 
on demand, it will be sold to the currency-specu- 
lators, and will be wo as money, es 
what those speculators will give for it in coin. 
To have any value above that of waste-paper, 
somebody must offer gold for it, and ite value 
will be whatever per cent of gold those persons 
will give for it. y they offer more for it one 
day er,—some days giving as bigh 
as 92 per cent and _ on er days 
only 75 or 6214,—is a secret I shall not attempt 
to divine, but treat it as one of those things 
which “ no fellow can find oat,” as Durdreary 
would say.

Reiurning now to the other, or 
HEROIC METHOD OF REDEMPTION: 

Congress can enact that the Secretary of the 
Treasury, after a day named,—say a year ahead 
of the date of the —shail redeexn 
all leeal-tender notes, on presentation 
at the New York Sub-Tieasury, at in gold ;

PLAYS AND THE PURITANS; asp Oruzr Hisrort- 
cal Essays. By London and 
ew York: Maemiilan & Co, Chicago: Jansen, Mo- 

Clurg & Co. 

The three essays which make up the volume 
before us were first published in the North Drit- 
ish Review. In the first essay,—-‘‘ Plays and the 
Puritans,”—the writer combats what is supposed 
to be historical fact by those who have 
not studied carefully the subject: that 
the Puritans were the inveterate opposers, 
not only of all plays and play-acting, 
but of art in all its departments. That they did 
oppose theatres and shows, is admitted; but 
Mr. Kingsley proves that the stage had become 
the delineator of debauchery and crime in its 
worst forms; that, borrowing its plots and its 
characters from the basest productions of Italian 
literature, the play-houses incited the English 
people to adopt the worst habits of the countries 
from which these plays came; and hence not 
only the Puritans, but all good men, were forced 
to condemn the utter licentiousness that had be- 


come the characteristic of the English stace. 
To prove this, he quotes the opinions of Ben 
Jongon and other great names in the literature 
of that period, aud gives a synopsis of tho lead- 
ing incidents, so far as decency will permit, of 
several of the most popular plays of the time. 
Even immortal Shakspeare is not free from the 
taint of theage ia which he lived; and, in bis 
case, the very passages which the Puritans con- 
demned are those which are now expunged be- 
fore his plays aro put,upon the stage. These im- 

urities are what the Puritans hated, and 
ustly, Mr. Kingsley contends. He claims that 
not only’ tbe tical and histronic 
art of England had become thoroughly base and 
corrupt, but art, in nearly all its departments, 
was made to incite and pamper the lowest vices. 
It is because the Puritans led in those wars and 
terrible scenes that struck down these vices of 
the court and too many of its adherents, that 
they have been charged withthe odium of op- 
posing all art, while they simply denounced—if 
you please, destroyed—what good men in that 
and all other ages must condemn. 

Some may assert that all the art and the poet- 

of that day, good and bad, belonged to the 
yalists. The author replies: 

There are thuse who believe John Bunyan, éonsider- 
ed simply ae em artist,to bethe greatest dramatic 
author whom England has seen since Shakspeare; 
and there linger, too, in the livraries and the ears of 
men, words of one John Milton. He was no rigid 
hater of the beautiful merely because it was heathen 
and Popish; no more, indeed, were many highly- 
educated and bighiy-born gentiemen of the Long Par- 
liament; no more was Cromwell himself, who is eaid 
to have preserved for the nation Raphael's cartoons 
and Andrea Mantigua’s triumph when Charlies’ pic- 
tures were sold.

Most of their canons of taste bave become those of 
all England, High-Caurchmen, who still call them 
Rounchbeads aud Cropped-Ears, go about rounder- 
headed and closer-cropt than they ever went. They 
held it more rational to cut the hair to a comfortable 
length than to wear effeminate curls down the back. 
We cut ours much shorter than they ever did. They 
held (with the Spaniards, then the finest gentlemen in 
the world) that ead—that is dark—~olors, above all 
black, were the fittest for all stately and earnest gen- 
tlemen, We all, from the Tractarian to the Aaythi 
arian, are exactly of the same opinion, They 
that lace, and jewelry on a man 
are marks of unmanly foppishness and vanity, 
So hold the flacst gentiemenin England now. They 
thought it equally absurd and sinful for a man to 
carry bis income on his beck, and bedizen himself 
out in reds, blues, and greens, ribbons, knots, and 
slashes, and triple, yuadruple Dedalian rufis, built 
upon iron and timber, which have more arches in 
them for pride than London Bridge for use, We, if 
we met such a ruffed and rutiled worthy aa used to 
~ by dozens up and down Paui’s Waik, not 
knowing how to get a dinner, much less to pay bis 
tailor, snould look upon him as firstly a fool, and 
secondiy a swindler ; while, if we met an old Purita 
we should consider him s man gracefully aad 
picturesquely drest, but withel in the most perfect 
sobriety of good taste ; and, when we discovered (as 
we provably and that the harie-

specimen of the “snob triuamphsnt,” glorying in bis 
shame, The picture is not ours, nor even the 
Puritan’s. Itis Bishop Hall’s, Bishop Earle’s; it is 
Beaumont’s, Fletcher’s, Jonson's Shaks ‘a, 
eee which every dramatist, as well a6 satirist, hos 

rawn of the gallant of the Seventeenth Century, No 
one can read those writers honestly without seo 
w one accepted 
by the whole uation ae this day. 

The principles of the Puritans, no less than 
their simplicity in dress and manners, now 
largely control the legislation and the national 
life in England and in this conntry. Their 
sturdy morality and unflinching patriotism form 
the groundwork of all modern progress. The 
first condemns Credit Mobilier steals, salary- 
grabs, and oficial everywhere ; it 
puts Tweed in prison, and sternly demands the 
punishment of the criminal of high and of low 
degree ; while American patriotism, deeply im- 
bued with the spirit of the old Puritans. calm 
and stern in the face of the most gigantic 
rebellion known to history, knocks the 
shackles from 4,000,000 of slaves, and carries 
the Stars and Stripes in triumph from the Ohio 
tothe Gulf of Mexico. Skepticism may sneer 
and rascality may scoff, but the principles of the 
old Roundheads give to our modern civilization 
its noblest triumphs and its surest hopes for the 
future welfare of the race. ‘‘ Woe worth the 
day” when it shall be otherwise.

the * Physical Geography of the Sea,” bat I am 
indebted to him for «a of that work 
aod of his valuable charts. - Dana, who is 
an honor to his country, sent me copies of his 
works, to which I have had oecasion frequen:ly 
to refer as an acknowledged authority on many 
of natural history. I should be un- 

ulif I did not acknow the kindness | 
received from the Silliman family, who informed 
me of any scientific discovery in the United 
States, aud sent me a copy of their journal when 
it contained anything which might interest me. 
I was elected an honorary member of the Geo- 
aw and Statistical Society of New York, 
&. ., on the 15th of May, 1857, and on the 15th 
of October, 1869, I was elected a member of the 
American Philosophical Society, at Philadelphia, 
for Promoting Usefal Knowledge. I shall ever 
be grateful for these bhooors. 

While living in Florence, many years after, 
av American friend invited me to an evening 
party to meet an American sutboress, who 
wished particularly to make my acquaintance.

STREET-CAR MORALITY. 


Respectable Passengers Who Never 
Pay and Conductors Who Are Never 
Caught. 

From the New York Tribune, 

It is an admitted fact that, in a considerable 
proportion of cases, if che conductor neglects to 
ask for the fare the passenyer fails to remind 
bim. There are few of us who have not seen a 
man whose ap would presuppose a 
well-lined pocketbook anda balance in bark, 
sitting for a while with a five-cent piece between 
his thumb and finger, and after the conductor 
has passed by quietly slipping the coia 
back into his vest pocket. There is, however, a 
greater trust on the part of the car companies in 
the average honesty of the passenger than in 
that of the conductor. The * ni-90x" sys- 
tem, more in vogue in other cities than our own 
depends upon this faith. Yet we are inform 
that even this soon indicates a progressive de- 
cline ef morality. The patrons of a new route 

yas they enter with great prompiitude aud 

oaesty; butitis the conviction of the road- 
owners that after a year or two they are carrying 

a considerable number of regular passengers wao 

seldom or never pay their fares. 

Bat the deterioration of morals in the case of 
conductors, if report truth, is nce | 
frightful to contemplate. At all cvents, 
systems of management at present are based 
upon the supposition that conductors are disr- 
honest. From time to time a change in the 
method or the introduction of some contrivance 
for checking the receipts, indicates the ex- 
tent of previous demoralization. The remark-

A Portuguese Festa. 
It was « “* festa,”—a holiaay—and the peasan- 
try were all in their holiday dresses ; the women 
very gayly attired, with embroidered muslin 
kerchiels on their heada, over which is worn the 
heavy, black, Spanish-iooxing hat, with orua- 
ments of floss silk made to curi and to look like 
a black ostrich featuer.

costume. 
women use their peasant jewelry, 
of ancient Moorish design, on feast days pod 
Heavy necklaces of complicated patiern sus- 
pend huge, heart-shaped lockeis on their 
breasts; up their ears are heavy pendant ear- 
tings. One woman will often wear three or four 
such accklaces of gold, of @ standard of not less 
than twenty carate, aud lam assured that many 
of the peasant women carry about them not less 
than twenty or thirty pouuds’ worth of guid or- 
naments. 
Coming from Galicia, where the natives are so 
exceeding|y boorish, 1 was much struck by the 
kindly, cheerfal mavners of the people.

THE HOUSEKEEPER’S AGONY. 


The Domestic-Servant Question, 
From the Golden Age. 

No one of the many questions relating to the 
domestic economy of American households is 
more perplexing than that of the servants, —aud 
it is as inevitable as it is embarrassing. . 

Every housekeeper knows that the peace and 
comfort of her family is almost eati-ely depen- 
dent on the condition of her kitchen; if the 
lower stratura of the domestic wor!d is in a estate 
of convulsion and earthquake, this upheaval 
affects the whole housebold, aud throws it into 
miserable confasion. 

But throughout the country, and particularly 
in the family districts of New England, the 
question has not been how best to secure calm 
and quiet in the kitchen; 16 has been rather 
how to secure any action there atall. It is al- 
most impossible to obtain any domestic service 
in these neighborhoods, and many a wife of s 
well-to-do farmer or thriving merchant in that 


section is broken down prematurely in health 
and spirits from sheer hard work; work from 
which her husband would gladly have relieved 
her, had it been possible to hire any one to help 
her in her weary and unrecuring househoid 
taske. But neither iove nor money will induce 
any women-servants to share ber labors. 

The Irish are gregarious, and throng to the 
cities, where they can indulge their social in- 
stincts by frequent visitings of their friends and 
their religious fervors by frequent church- 
goings. Negroes have been tried, since the war, 
but found wanting, and the importation of 
Swedes, which was at one time quite exten- 
sively attempted in New England by a com- 
pany, has not been so successful in its results ss 
to be regarded with any great favor. As to 
American girls, that Goer of domestics who 
used to be known as * helps,” a name which was 
appropriate, in spite of the fun which our 
Ba cousins made of us for speaking of them 
iu this un-European fasluon,—tuey bave passed 
out of existence, and the appellation has died 
out with taem. 

In the days of our -grardmothers, 
“ helps” were pumerous, and eveu in our grand- 
mothers’ time they were still frequent ip Ameri- 
can homes. They were nut servants, in the 
techuical sense of that word ; they were genera!- 
ly the superabundaxt daughter of a neiguboring 
family, who, not being veeded m their own 
bomes, came at the request of a neighbor, who 
had no girls, to aid the overburdeaed wife in Ler 
domestic duties. 

Togetier the mistress of this bouse and her 
neighborly assistant baked, wasbed, swept, or 
sewed ; they ate at the same table, went to the 
same clhurca, visited the same parties, and were 
rea.ly on a social equality ; toese helps ofcen 
married the sousof the families where they 
weut to assist in the housework. and if they re- 
maived single they frequently lived till old age 
in these Lomes,in ail whose interests they 
shared as compleiely as if they had been really, 
and not merely adopted, members of the family. 
But in these days, tae New Eng'‘and girls who 
have their own way to make in tiie worid do not 
euter domestic service ; they go to factories, or- 
teach school, or crowd to the ci ies to serve as 
shop girls, or to learu dressmaking or millinery. 
They prefer anything to Bouss 

In spite of the pictures which Mrs. Whitney, 
Miss Alcott, and Mrs. Diaz Lave recently given 
in their Dooas of bright young New England 
girls who, while perfectly coapeteut to entertaic 
a lady’s guests, are yet content to serve as waic- 
resses in those same ladies’ dining-rooms and 
kitchens, and while i would gladly believe that 
these pleasant portraits were true, I must reluc- 


tantly confess taat | fear, if they are drawn from 


the life, such instances are few aod far vetween. 

They are the very ideal of hand-taaideus ; they 
have sense enough to be comwpauionabile, quick- 
ness aud tact enousb never to intrude, seif-re- 
spect enough to keep their place, and never feel 
humiliated by ite few degrees inferiority in the 
social scale, warm bearis enougl to appreciate 
their mistress’ kindness, and to returo for it a 
genuine affection and devotion to her interests ; 
in fact, one such servantina household would 
better deserve Mr. Martin Farquaar Tapper's 
desciiption, “‘a well-epring of happiness,” than 
the babe to whom he orizinally applied it. 

Mrs. Whitney, Miss Alcott, and Mrs. Diaz rep- 
resent New England as the habitat of this most 
desirable class uf servautes ; aud yet, of late, the 
Lustou papers have been fuil of letters from 
mistresses who complain oftheir servants in 
very much the same waythat mistresses do to 
other parts of our country; and tae servants 
bave retorted in letters, evidently genuine, with 
as bitter complaints of their mistresses. 

‘This correspondence seems to indicate that 
the chronic antagonism which is too apt tv be 
the relation between mistress and servant, ex- 
ists even in the meridian of New England. 

Everybody recognizes the miserable results, 
as far as domestic peace is concerned, of this 
hostile attitude of mistress and servant, but how 
tocaange this state of things is the problem. 
Wheu the mistress is resoived to get as much 
work as she possibly can out of her servant, and 
the servant is resolved to do just as littie as she 
possibly can and yet keep ber place, naturally 
there must be friction, and this is too apt to be 
the state of affa'rs between parlor and kitchon. 

Of course, if there is to be any reform in do- 
mestic matiers it must begin with the better 
educated and larger-mi part of the huuse- 
hold,—the mistresees. 

Our American girls generally marry young and 
in utter ignorance of ali housekeoping duties. 
We send them to school, where they are taxed 
quice as much as is desirable with studies which 
they merely recite in school hours. Their teach- 
ere require them to prepare their lessons at 
home, out of school-time; in addition to this, 
they have their music-lessons and practice out 
of school, also, and dancing-sc0ol ouce or twice 
a week as well. It can readily be seen that, if 
they get any leisure afier ail these occupations, 
eut-ol-door exeicise is infinitely p for 
their bealth, and no mother wouid drcam of add- 
ing to ali these duties lessons in cooking in the 
kitchen, or in any other of the many differeat 
of housekeeping lore, wiich are peces- 
sary to an Americau misiress of a family. 

er daughters are overiaxed already. She 
knows that, if she is a sensible woman; but 
yet, know..g it, she is almost powerless to pre- 
vent it, so rigoroas and inflexible are the de- 
mands of school discipline, and so sensitive 
and ambitious are her daughters in their desire 
to keep up with their classes and in favor with 
their teachers. Possibly she means to teach 
her guls bousekeeping w they leave school, 
but very soon after that occurs they are en- 
gaged and too much absorbed iu the art of love 
to heed ber advice to attend to the prosaic de- 
tails of the menage. They marry after a brief 
courtship, aod assume the duties of housekeep- 
ing in utter ignoravce of its requirements. 

f servants were well trained in America, this 
would not be so great s blunder; but weil- 
trained servants are the exception, and not the 
rule, as the novice soon learns to her dismay. 

An American lady ought to be « good cook, 
laundress, Lousemaid, and dining-room se: . aut, 
in order to teach the raw Irish servauts who in- 
vade her home to become efficient servants. 

If soe understands all these departments of 
housekeeping, aad has patience and good nacure, 
she can svon drill the Insh domesiics so as to 
make them capable in their different depart- 
ments, for the Irish, as arule, are quick to learn 
and eager to improve, if they find a mustress 
who is kindly aud reasonable.

More intelligence on the part of the mistress, 
more consideration toward ber servant, a clearer 
remembrance that this servant is a human Leing 
and not a machine, and a consequent apprecia- 
tion of her needs of education, leisure and hu- 
man compancionship, would go far toward chan 
iug onr kitchens from places of torment to 
mistress and maid, as they too often are now, to 
a comfortable and peacefal part of the home. 

But no such change can take place till our 

is are educated differently—tiil they are fitted 

or their duties as housekeepers, wives, and 

mothers, with the same care that we fit our boys 
for their future business in life. 

Our boys go through a novitiate before enter- 
ing upon a mercantile, industrial, agricultural, 
or professional career, and, while I would de- 
mand for girls as wide a choice of occupation, 
and as ample opportunities for preparation for 
the life-work chosen, surely it is not too much 
to ask that, if a woman prefers wifebood to any 
other on in life, she should at least show 
that she honors that post snfliciently to prepare 
for its responsibilities and duties. 

No woman should be so shut out from opnor- 
tunities to earn her living that she is forced to 
marry for @ maintenance; but, on the other 
haad, no woman should marry until she has be- 
come mistress of tae rudimentail duties which 
marriage will impose upon her. 

Preparation for these duties, however, in- 
volves so great a revolution in the present sys- 
tem of education, both at school and at home, 
that it is almost bopeless to expect any change 
ip either of these directions. 

It is indeed considered rank heresy to criticise 
our present school system ; and parents are ex- 
pected to go on uncomplainingly teaching their 
children ir lessons at home, and sending them 
to teachers who merely listen to the recitations, 
whose excellence is the result of the pareute 
hard work, while the misnamed teachers are paid 
high prices for the duty which they have not 
performed—of children. 

md gars attention is beginning to be turned 
to this manifest injustice—all reforms 
move slowly under tae impetus of protest, but 
they do move after all.

ABD-EL-KADER. 


A Sketch of His Career. 

The following interosting sketch of the late 
Abd-el-Kader appears in the London Times of 
Nov. 12: “The shadow of a great name has 
passed away. For more than a quarier of a cen- 
tury it has been no more than a shadow, and tho 
present generation fluds some difliculty in reatiz- 
ing the fact that Abd-el-Kader disquieted Paris 
aud challenged all the might of France 
in the -reiga of Louis Philippe, One-and- 
twenty years. ago, however, the state of 
things was already so changed that the Prince 
President, a few weeks before his assumption of 
the Imoerial Crown; was able to perform a dig- 
nified act of grace without any practical risk, by 
decceeing the re'ease of the once dreaded Emir. 
Sivoe that time Abd-el-Kader has lived a retired 
and peaceful life in his Eastern exile. During Lis 
later years Abd-el-Kader enjoyed a covsiderable 
pension fiom the French Government, and 
his

The history of the French conquest of Algeria 
is in substance the record of tho couilict 
which Abd-el-Kader waged aimost siuzle-hand- 
ed against the foremost military pation of 
Europe. Born of a family celebrated for 
gaucticy. erudifioa, aud -illustrious descent, 
Aba-ei-Kader was bred in all the wisdom of the 
* Marebouts,’ and imheri.ed a potent influence, 
pests political aud partly relgious, over tie 

ot-blooded tribes of his kindrod. While he 
was yotachild he made the pilgrimaze to the 
Ouity of the Prophet, waich gave him a claim to 
the title of *‘Hadji.’ Afierward he studied ali 
which A:ab phiivsopny reckous to be worth 
g ardivg of human wisdom in the schools of 

gyps aud Morocey, and he had already won a 
higu repuratioa when the invasion of Aigiers by 
the French tinally broxe the power of the Turk- 
ish Deys and the military oligarchy wiich up- 
held them. The expulsion of the Ties and his 
Janissaries was not regretted by the Arab popa- 
lation, whom they hau crueily oppressed; but, 
unfortunately, ‘the soldiers of civilization,’ as 
an eminent French writer desigvated Marshal 
Bourmont’s conquering force, wielded ‘the 
holy bayonets of France’ with very litile re- 

ard for justice or merey. The Kabyles and 
oulns wee irritated beyond bearing by the 
espiovage aad ihe muitiplied formalities of tae 
centralized system of iotroduced 
afier the Revolation of July. The ery arose 
that the foreigners were aim‘ng at the destruc- 
tion of the faivh, aud, after woathe of spasmodic 
struggles, -el-Kader put himself openly at 
the head of The * Holy War’ ia the Province of 
Oran. He was then oniy 24 years of age, 

The fatal ferocity and violence to the. 
Duke of Bovigo resorted for the suppression not 
only of open rebellion, but of suspected dissatis- 
faction and disorder, drove the Arabs aud Ka- 
byles to waliness, Abd-el-Kader, iu his stronghold 
at Mascara, grew stronger every day, and even 
entered into a secret alliance with the Sultan of 
Morocco, having as its aim the complete expul- 
sion of the Freuch from Africa. Ila 1834, he had 
grown 80 strong taat, after two pitcaed ba ties, 
in which the Fiench suffered severely, the 
latter thought it expedient, to recognize 
the Emir as an almost independent ruler in 
Oran. He, bowever, bad no intention of keep- 
ing the peace, and jin 1335, when his er bad 
been acknowledged by the whole o Western 
Algeria, be again encountered the foreigners in 
the field, and compelled Gen. Trezgel to retreat. 
The French, demoralized and Lewildered, were 
surrounded by Abd-el-Kader in the plain of 
Makta with a whirlwind of 20,000 Arab horse- 
men, aud suffered a shameful defeat. Immense 
aud instant efforcs to repair the disaster were 
undertaken by France, aud Marsbal Clausel with 
an overwholming force marched against Mascara, 
the Eour’s stronghold, which be burnt to the 
ground. But he inflicted no reai loss on Abd- 
ei-Kader, whose lght-armed troopecs seemed to 
be every wuere to strike, and yet themselves to 
evade every blow. Cluusel was succeeded in the 
command by a much greater soldier, Marshal 
Bageaud, who was soou compelled to admit the 
futiiity of the French taciics. A new treaty was 
concluded in May, 1837, by which the Emur 
acknovleiged formally the suzerainty of France, 
but was, en recanc'w, recognized ag ruler of ail 
Western Algoria, except balf-a-dogen cities and 
the fruitful plaia of cue Meiicdia.

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EXTRAORDINARY LIBEL-SUIT. 


Bare Domestic Secrets--Singu- 
Career of a Divorced 

Fiction Outrivaled by Facts. 

. From the New York Heraid. Dee. 6. 

In the Circuit Court, now sitting at White 
Plains, Westchester County, a suit for libel was 
commenced yesterday which, owing to the social 
position of the parties concerned, together with 
the astounding circumstances surrounding it, 
make up ope of the most decided domestic sen- 
sations of the period. This suit, on which there 
are four others pending, is brought by Mrs. Lucy 
A. McMahon against Francs E. her 
divoreed former husband, and the Rev. Robert 
Holden, an Episcopal clergyman, who has filled 
for masy pe and still holds, the 
Rector of ‘rinity School, New York. The 
causes that have to the present 
suit, arouod which all the others cluster, have 
curing the ; ast few yeare been the theme of con- 
tidential goseip among the scandal-mongers of 
the county, but more especially in the town of 
Morrisania, where the complainant, ber hus- 
band, and children reside, epjoving that luxuri- 
ousnes® of living which can only ve compatible 
with affluence. She is better known by the 
self-conferred title of ‘‘ Lady” Machiahon, whose 
palatial abode Las long borne the romantic name 
of “Castle Edens.” Ar. Holden also lives ia 
Morrisania, and sometimes officiates at St. 
Paul's Church, while the identity of the other 
defendant w partially explained in what follows, 
It may be meutioued that the present husbaud 
ot the complainant is a lawyer of some note, 
and prattices his profession in New York. 
Many. years ago, it appears, and while the 
complaiuant was yet in ber teens, she formed 
the acquaintance of Eldridge, who is said to have 

deen young man of convivia! habits. This ac- 
qusintance in course of i.me ripened into an in- 
wumacy which culminated in the corple being 
secretly married, Although the s@juaintapce 
was directiy brought apout by the mo. of the 
sm plainant, who, it is followed a rather 
calling in onard street, New 
fork, and who took a very lively imterest in 
goung Eldridge at ihe time, yet she, it appears, 
never lim for her. daughter. It is 
weserted on the pact of complainant that 
the vowly-macried pair did not live together 
ss man end wife at any time, but that 
immediately after the ceremouy they separa:ed, 
gouge to his and her home. The husband, 
uaving had a moderato legacy left him by a rela- 
tive, proceeded to St. Louis some time afver the 
marriage, expecting to iucrease Lis capital and 
take hus young wife away from what he consid- 
ere. undesirable essociatious in New York. Ac- 
cording to the defense, be failed in business, 
and revurned to find that a change had come 
over bis bride. About this time the complainant 


freeing hor daughter from 
her matrimoaial fetiers. upon 
a law-firm in New York, of which Den- 
ois MacMahon was a partner, and through 
that fum instituted a suit for divorce. The case 
was successiuiiy conducted by Mr. MacMahon.

After the 
decree of divorce had beeu grauted, Eldridge, it 
is eaid, sailed for Califorzia, where he was lost 
sight of for some time.

MacMahon, he could not again receive him into 
his boase, Mr. Eldridge then unbosomed him-

Uhe presencation of this lettor 
Was accompanied bya verbal demand on the 
of dir. lividen, ec ing for his friend, as 
the amount and terms of payment neces- 
sary to preven! the publication of the threat- 
ened biography. These vere as follows: That 
Mrs. Mac Mabon ehould pa. to Mr. Eldridge tie 
Sum of cach, aod also an aunuity of 
$4,200. duiing bis natural life, such annuity to bo 
continued to his heirs after his death; and that 
she shoul also ot him with a paid-up life 
insurance policy for $5,000, for the beneht of 
himself and his heirs, Tho demand was refused, 
although the refusal did not prevent it from 
beiag repeated subsequeatly to the husband of 
the complainant, at his oilice in New Yo:k, by 
Mr. Holden, who ignow jointly sued inthe aciion 
with Mr. Eldrides. The dofense will endeavor 
to prove tlat the ciroumstinces under which the 
letter was sent folly justified the action, as El- 
dridge,they assert, bad been deeply wronged at che 
hands of the complainant ber basband. 
Among otheracts of illegal persecution, they 
charge the'compleinant with having designediy 
frashiated a des Marriage which Mr. 
wae about coutr-vcting in Connecticut, 
and, aisp that, to effect this ovject, sne abstract- 
eds letterfrom histrank, which he hes been 
le to recover. The “ private corréspond- 
ence " of the complainant. now in possession of 
Eldridge, is execedingly voluminous, making, it 
is understood, over 500 folios. pature, as 
fororliadowed by the defease. is such as to 
clude any ides of ics reproduction in print.

RITUALISM AND REFORM. 


An Interview with Bishop Cummins, 
of tae ** Reformed Protestant Epis- 
copa! Church.”? 

From the New York Herald, Dee. 5. m8 

A reporter of the Herald calied yesterday ipon 
Bishop Cummins at his residence on Fiity-sev- 
enth street. 

“ Bishop,” inquired the reporter, “* do you in- 
tend to organize your church in the city on 
Suuday next, or on ap early Sunday 7?” 

‘““Not on Sunday, sir, and possibly not until 
Christmas, or possibly not until the first Sunday 
in January. ere are several reasons for the 
delay; one ortwo of them Iwill give you: 
First, it is very desirable that we shliculd com- 
mence with the Prayer-Book of 1733. Oniya 
very few copies have been got ready by the 
printer. You saw a few of these at the meeting 
on Tuesday. The printer is using all diligence 
to get them ready speedily, but a suflicient 
number cannot be furnished for a week or two, 
It would be beiter that the Prayer-Book should 
be in the hands of all our worshipers, and 
a3 that cannot be done, a de!ay must take place 
ia the org:nizatioa of our church. In addition 
to thie, tnere is another important reason. I 
shall, for some weeks to come, be more or less 
absent from the city on official duties, and it is 
thougat by the laity who are associated with me 
that it woulinot be well for meto be absent 
from the pulpit frequexutly at the outset of our 

anization. There is much preliminary work 
yet to be done, and therefore I do not think my- 
self that we shall open our church before tie 
first Sanday in January.” 

“These seem to be good and sufficient rea- 
sons, Bishop. May I now ask you for inferms- 
tion ou ano matter connected with this move- 
ment? An opiniou prevails not only in the 
secular mind, but also in the religious press, 
where it has in some journals been elaborately 
stated that you and your Episcopal friends 
would have brought abont that which vou de- 
sire more effectually and probably with greater 
promptitade by staying within the Churca than 
by coming out ofit. You have, a very 
good reasons for not doing this. Would ite 
a too much for you to give them to the 
re in a somewhat more summary and popu- 
lar manner than you have done in your pub- 
lished letters and discourses ?” 

“ With very great pleasure. It is true, as you 
have statod, that there is a very prevalent opin- 
ion among many good snd influential bretiiren 
who sympathize with our objoct that we rhoukd 
do more good by staying within the Church than 
by coming out. But that conclusion has beon 
reached bya want of acquaintance with the 
facts. Let me first of all refer to the personal 
aspect of this question, viewed in the light cf 
this objection—to our coming away from the 
communion of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 
Iwas Assistant Bishop of Kentucky; I had no 
power beyond that which was delegated to 
me by Bishop Smith. I was called upon, ia 
the exercise of my oificiul position, to be present 
at ooofirmations in churches in my .dio- 
ceses, and, so far as my présence was concerned, 
sanction ati order of worship that was contrary 
to my views, where there would be an altar and 
super-altar, and where there was a symbolic 
system in the worship that was opposed to my 
thost solemn convictions. All that I could do 
was to stand with the people, and in my sermon 
preach truths that might be a corrective of this 
i Smith, hke many other 
Bishops, did not see his way clear to any active 
interference. Neither is it surprising that he 
should hesitate. Tne experence of other 
Bishops who bave moved in this direction, par- 
ticulariv of Bishop Eastbourne—a good and 
faithfal man—who refused to allow the erection 
ofan aliar in a church im his diccese, and 
never recovered from the effect that pro- 
hibition had on his popularity and usciulness. 
The idea of the laity who ask for theso in- 
novations generally is thata prohibt.onis an 
interference with that, freedom and voluntari- 
vess which is, of course,.the characteristic of a 
Protestant Epitcopal Cuurch in America, Be- 
sides, lthina it would have been dishonorabic 
te have remaived in a Church wish the object of 
secking to produce in that Cnurch a revolution 
in its iaith and practice, while professediy 
scribing to them, and with the vows of that 
Church upon nie. I think that thers was no 
other course left than for me to come away and 
do as I have done.” 

“Then you do not think, Bishop, that these 
errors, a3 you suppose them, comparatively 
modecn ar are, can be corrected within the

“The recent history of tue Church does not 
favor thiat opinion, aud this brings me io the 
othertTeason why I think that it is becter thet 
We s¢parate ourselves from the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. Let us look back for a 
moment at the history of tbe ritualisiic 
movement in the English Church, of which 
our Church is a branch.

Now, 
what is true of Encland is to a smaller extent 
true of Americe. In this city we have churches 
nearly as ritualistic as anyin England. Bishop 
Potter allows these rilualistic practices in these 
churches, and an endeavor of the Bishop's at 
the last Convocation to obtain a remedy was de- 
feated by the Lower House. Throughout this 
country there is a growing tendency towards a 
symbolic worship, and the manifestation of a 
faith that is certamly opposed to what we call 
evau‘clical truth.”

**] do, indeed. Every day brings me fresh 
tokens of what I cannot but regard as the divine 
favoron our work. Yon Will remember the cir- 
cular signed by twenty-one of the clergy of Phil- 
adelphia, recently issued, belittting this move- 
ment. Only this very moraing I hear from a 
friend that two of these clergy have expressed 
their great regret that they had signed this cir- 
cular. We are not yet in a position to organize 
churehes, but every day I have letters from 
clergy who are in full sympathy with this move- 
ment, and who will, themselves and their cou- 
gregations, come over to us as soon 
asthe hour arrives for that step to be taken. 
Intimations of this character come fiom men of 
all evangelical denominations. There are Pres- 
byterians who desire a liturgy who are in sym- 
pathy with us. We have already associated with 
us not only men whose hearis are with us, but 
who have coneecrated their substance to this 
eat work. if God be with us, pone can, you 
ow, be successfully against us. If He is not 
with ue, why then we shali come to naught. We 
are not desirous for any display of large num- 
bers,—for any ostentation of growth. We are 
wisafal to grow, as in nature, by a steady and 
silent, but sure process; apd then our growth 
will be ouduring, and we ahall be permitied to 
accomplish the work that we bave sought to do.” 


“ THE BRANDY WAR” IN SWEDEN. 


A Novel Temperance “evement--War- 
ried Men May Gurzie at Will at 
Heme, Singic Men Only at Meals. 
Stockhoim Correspondence af the London Standard. 
If polities are at a staad-still, social ques- 

tious are pressing forward. It is not only in En- 

giand that considerable anxiety is felt on ac- 
count of the increasing consampiion of strong 
drink by the lower classes. ‘nough intoxica- 
tion is, happily, wow less common in 
ihis country then it was twenty_. years 
ago, stil! the evil remains, and it requires 
constant exeriion on the part of friends of 
temperance to.keep it within proper limits. A 
couple of years ago the incessant activity of 
temperance societies aud the high excise daty 
on the distiletion of orandy had brought down 
the amount of intoxication to so low a figure 
tha’ serious hopes were enteriained that the foe 
was beaten down for good; but circamstances 
have receatly proved that if the high ‘price of 
spirits has done much to prevent over- 
indulgence in drink, the taste for liquor 
stull remained unabated. The high waxes 
of the iast two years have again 
placed brandy, which is the favorite driuk of the 
workingman, within easy reach, and the conse- 
quence bas been a consiadrable increase iv the 
manufacture and sale of spirits. Tne return for 
the nize months ending September last show an 
increase of neariy 10 per cent on the correspond- 
ing period of last year. As usual. the large 
towus and the northern proviuces are beading 
the list. Active steps arc, however, taken to pre- 
vent the farther growth of the evil, and will, it 
is hoped, insure the victory of the cause of tem- 
rance, 

Tbe town of Goibeuburg is able te boast of 
having carried on the war. against drunkenness 
with tire greatest puccess. Since 1865 the whole 
spirit trade of the community has been trans- 
ferred toe company, which bas 
underiaken to pay over to the town the whole 
prosts of the business, aod thus is working 
merely for the cause of temperance. ‘The 
company, which disposes of all the licenses, 
forty-three in number, acts on the principle 
thas mo manacer of ifs public houses shail 
derive any profit from the sale of liquors. Ali 
the employes of the company ave fixed salaries, 
aod the oniy extra profits they derive are from 
the sale of :00d, which is always to be provided 
oa the premises. It thus becomes their interest 
to promote ize c nsumption of food rather than 
of drink, and gratually to traneform the public- 
house from a meie drinkiog-shop to a kind of a 
restaurant. No gales on credit are alluwed. 
Tue resulis have proved very aatisfactory. Not 
on'y have the public-houses bcon transformed 
from dark and dirty holes to clean and well- 
lighted houses, where unadulterated goods 
are supplied, but af the same time drunheuvess 
has faiien off to aremarkable dogree. Wauile ia 


Clureb by either the moral of evangel- 


1865 there were 2,070 cases of drunkenness re- 
ported im Gothenburg, in 1871 there were onlv 
1,583; a reduction of about 25 per cent, in a 
tuwn whose population is rapid!y increasing and 
rising in prosperity. The example set by. Gothen- 
burg has been fullowed by several other com- 
muuities, and the system has everywhere been 
found to work exceoding.y well. Some of its 
admirers woul@ be glad to see 1 tried on 
English scil, and Lord Grey, during the 
last session of Parliament, advocated 
the adoption ef a system which is very much 
hke it. Butitis not the only enemy against 
which drunkenness has to contend, A move. 
ment Was recently sprung up among the work- 
ing classes ‘themselves which promises to be 
more formidavie foe to the public Houses than 
the old temerance societies. Some time ago the 
workmen of Messrs. Bartie & Warburg, a large 
firmin Gothenburg, meade an agreement be- 
tween themselves which po married man 
should be allowed to go into the public-house 
end the single men only at meal-iimes. They 
atthe same time agreed never to treat each 
other to & gas of brandy, and imposed a fine 
ou tue transgression of this 1ule. They, how- 
ever, did not pledge themselves to total absti- 
weace, Married men wore freo to keep spirite at 
bome, and the unmarried to have their glass of 


brendy at their menis. They did not wish alto- 
gether to prescribe the use of spirits, a moder- 
ate quantity of which is in our cold climate rath- 
er useful than detrimental to the conetitution. 
A wide publicity has been given to the reso-
